Stood that the action of. General Gillespie 
will be followed by many other army 
officers and also, probably, by several 
naval officers who are resident members 
of the Metropolitan Club, and who think 
that the military services of the United 
States have been insulted by the refusat 
of the board of governors to elect Gen- 
eral Corbin. 

Army and navy officers who are mem- 
bers of the Metropolitan Club have re- 
cently held two meetings at the residence 
of General William Crozier, chief of the 
army ordinance department, for the pur- 
pose of discussing the advisability of re- 
signing from the club in a body as an 
expression of their indignation at the

WOMEN NOT OOOD DETECTIVES. | 


Their Work in Preventing Landing 
of. Improper Characters. 
Washington, April 21.—The commis- 
sioner of immigration at New York has 
sent to the treasury department a report 
covering the second thirty days’ work of 
the female inspectors appointed for the 
purpose of boarding incoming vessels to 
prevent the landing of persons of improper 

character in the United States. 

This report is very simar to that cov- 
ering the first thirty @iys of the female 
inspectors’ wore and makes !t evident 
to the ‘officials that the ends sought to 
be attained cannot be accomplished suc- 
cessfully by the detailing of women In- 
spectors on the ships. They hold there 
are other ways .by which much -better re- 
sults could be secured, and that the work 
done by the women could be done as suc- 
cessfully by the regular inspection of- 


The women will be given another thirty 
days’ trial, after which the president and 
the secretary of the trea#ury will decide 
whether or not their services shall be 
continued.

San Juan, P. R., April 21.—The police 
have not been able to arrest Captain An- 
drew Dunlap, United States navy, com- 
mandment of the naval station here, 
against whom a warrant has been is- 
sued for bringing in liquors without pay- 
ing duty, because the naval station is a 
government reserve and Captain Dunlap 
remains on it.

LAW IS BROKEN 


BY RAILROADS 


That Charge Made in Com- 
plaints Filed Relative to 
Rates 


New York, April 21.—The interstate 
commerce commission sat in this 
today to consider the complaint of Wil- 
liam R. Hearst that certain coal carry- 
ing railroads are violating the interstate 
commerce law. 

The defendant roads are the Philadel- 
phia and Reading, the Lehigh Valley, the 
Central of New Jersey, the New York. 
Susquehanna and Western, the Erie, the 
Ontario and Western, the Delaware and 
Hudson, the Pennsylvania and the Balti- 
more and Ohio. The specific complaints 
of Mr. Hearst are that the railroads 
charge unreasonable rates, that they un- 
justly discriminate in favor of the bitu- 
mjnous against the anthracite coal com- 
panies, and that they have contrived, in 
violation of the anti-pooling section of 
the interstate commerce law, to discrim- 
inate against the independent coal mining 
companies in favor or the companies con- 
trolled by the railroads. The day was 
largely taken up with the reading of tar- 
iff schedules by complainant’s counsel. 
The commission adjourned until tomor- 
row. 

Answer of B. and O. Railroad. 

Washington, April 21.—-The Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad today filed with the 
interstate cOmmerce commission an ans- 
wer denying the complaint of the City 
Gas Company, of Norfolk, Va., that it is 
subjecting the complainant to unreasona- 
ble and unjust rates of transportation and 
that its tariffs discmmminate against the 
complainant and against shippers genera|l- 
ly at Norfolk, Newport News and Hamp- 
ton Roads.

Vanderbilt Denies That He Is To 
Marry Mrs. Rutherfurd Today, 
but Many Persons Do Not 
Credit His Denial, 
However.

Paris, April 21.—The American colony 
here has been considerably exercised by 
the persistent reports of the approaching 
marriage of Willam K.. . Vanderbilt. 
Most of these reports came from New 
York, following the court proceedings, 
but all persons here have declined to 
give any definite information on the sub- 
ject. : ; 

At a late hour this afternoon when a 
call was made at thé Vanderbilt resi- 
dence and a request sent in’for informa- 
tion concerning the current rumors, word 
was returned from Mr. Vanderbilt that 
he was so busily engaged that he had 
been obliged to deny himself to all repre- 
sentatives of the press and to decline 
either to affirm or deny the _ reports. 
Practically the same response was given 
at the residence of Mrs. Rutherfurd. 
Those occupying confidential relations 
with Mr. Vanderbilt declined further to 
discuss the reports of his marriage, as 
they consider that Mr. Vanderbilt's note 
to the Associated Press yesterday even- 
ing, saying the reports were untrue, suf- 
ficiently oovers the case. When. this 
note was written Mr. Yanderbilt. was 
aware of the reports printed in New 
York yesteriay that he was to be mar- 
ried here tomorrow and his @enials spe- 
cifically contradicted them. Nothing .fur- 
ther will be given out regarding the re- 
ports or the proceedings before the New 
York courts. 

Edmond Kelly, courisel for the United 
States embassy, and Secretary Vignaud 
say they know nothing regarding Mr. 
Vanderbilt's interests in Paris, and he 
has not been consulfed regarding the 
Regal formalities for marriage, _which 
are indispensable under the French law, 
nor are officials of the embassy or con- 
sulate aware of any papers relating to 
such a marriage. 

According to the French law a mar- 
riage must oceur within the ward where 
one of the parties to the contract re- 
sides. At the headquarters of the eighth 
ward, wherein is situgted the Vanderbilt 
residence, the omcials have no informa- 
tion of stich a marrigt®. There is the 
same absence of infortmgiomat the head- 
quarters of the sixteenth ward, in which 
Mrs. Rutherfurd resides. Mr. Vanderbilt 
has another residence at Poissy, but éf- 
forts to reach the officials of Poissy 


‘were unaveiling. 


When a request was made tonight at 
the residence of Mrs. Rutherfurd for a 
confirmation or denial of the report word 
was returned that no answer would be 
given. Qne as the women in the house 
expressed indignation at the reports and 
characterized them as silly rumors. It 
is understood that Mrs, Rutherfurd de- 
nies being engaged to Mr. Vanderbilt. 

Notwithstanding the reticence of all 
parties concerned, the members of the 
American colony hold strongly to the 
opinion that Mr. Vanderbilt shortly will 
be married. 

Vanderbilt Will Wed Widow. 

New York, April 21.—Oliver Harriman, 
brother of Mrs. Lewis M. Rutheifurd, to- 
day confirmed the report that his sister 
is to be married to W. K. Vanderbilt. 
The ceremony, Mr. Harriman said, will 
take place, April 29.

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ARMOUR SEIZES 
WHEAT MARKET 


Mysterious and Moody Were 
prices in the Pit 


Up and Down the Figures Went 
Every Time He Made a Deal. 
Sold May and July, Then 
Bought To Maintain 


the Market. 
Chicago, Lls., April 21—(Special.j)—J. 
Ogden Armour put the wheat market 


through a course of sprouts today which 
kept prices jumping around like a mon- 
key on a stick. The same simile would 
apply to the actions of wheat traders 
in general and to the lightning changes 
of front of the big packer-wheat trader. 
who held the market in the hollow of 
his hand. 

Pit sentiment was in continuous course 
of change, and prices reflected each mood 
in turn. May wheat sold up 1-2 to 638 
cents early, then was off 3-4 cent from 
the top, reacted a fraction, slumped near- 
ly 3 cents vnder last night's close and 
then jumped back to within 5-8 to 3-4 
cent of the previous closing level. All 
this happened before noon, and after 
that prices continued to move in a myste- 
rious and erratic way. 

The great question in the wheat pit af- 
ter 11 o'clock was whether Armour was 
getting rid of his enormous May line or 
merely shaking out superfluous long 
company before he applies the screws 
to shorts. 

Armours actions, through A. I. Vai- 
entine and others, were, as ever at such 
times, hard to follow until he chose to 
let the pit know what he was doing. On 
the early bulge to 79 cents he encouraged 
pit buying ‘by bidding for round lots. 
Then around the top he became seem- 
ingly a free seller of May and July as 
well. In both of these deliveries he 
is supposed to be heavily long, although 
the former is the more important hold- 
ing. 

The pit was in a turmoil. Confusion 
was so great that at one time trading 
was going on in May wheat in different 
parts of the pit at 7% 1-8 cents and at 
77 1-2 cents. 


A local wheat trader said after the 
close: | 


“It was a wicked market and one al- 
most impossible to follow. I think the 
market got away from Armour, and he 
had to take a big lot of wheat to bring 
prices back the way he did.”’

GREETS LOUBET 


'French President Received 
| in Oriental Splendor by 


Algerians, 


Kreider, Algeria, April 21.— President 
Loubet panticipated today in a veritable 
durbar of the nomadic tribesmen of the 
desert. The tribesmen gathered in thou- 
Sands from all parts of southern Algeria 
for a ceremony of Oriental splendor. 

The ceremony was held on a vast plat- 
Here the tribesmen assembled from 
all quarters, some of them having jour- 
neyed 300 or 400 miles across the desert. 
Their tents were arranged in circles, 
after the Arab custom, each tribe oc- 
cupying a large circle. in the center of 
Which were droves of richly-harnessed 
camels. The chiefs were mounted on 
horses, but the tribesmen were on camels 
and formed great caravans, over 8, 000 
men participating in the gathering. 

A superb tent of camel hair fabrics 
and Arab tapestries had been erected for 
President Loubet. As ‘each tribe passed 
in review its chief dismounted and paid 
homage to the president of France, who 
distributed decorations to the principal 
leaders. Afier the review came a native 
fantasia, or exhibition of sports. There 
were feats of horsemanship and much 
burning of gunpowder, the exhibition end- 
ing by a charge of all native cavalry, 
which wheeled across the plain and 
charged toward the station occupied by 
the president, pulling up their horses 
within 300 yards of his position. A mimic 
cumbat followed, representing the attack 
upon and capture of a caravan by a 
desert tribe. 

The ceremonies were brought to a con- 
clusion by a grand ‘“‘diffa.”’ or Arab ban- 
quet, given by the chiefs in honor of M. 
Loubet. The menu, which was printed in 
Arabic and French, included such desert 
delicacies as roast gazelle, “couscous,” 
and camel's milk. Dances executed by 
celebrated native beauties followed the 
banquet. After an exhibition of native 
methods of hunting, which included a 
hare chase by trained falcons, the day’s 
entertainment ended.

Iron, Steel and Tin Workers that 
is now holding its twenty-eighth annual 
session here. He was invited. as the 
chairman of the civic federation, to speak 
about the national ciyie federation and 
its work, but be took occasion aiso to 
reply to the recent annual address at the 
New Urieans convention of President 
rarry, of tne American Associauon vl 
mMaruiacturers, on the relations between 
urganiszeu employers and organized em~ 
pwyees, in which Dis audieuce was 50 
svyurpacnetuc as to- respond m unusual 
ucmounstiauons of approval, 

senator Hanna gaii in part: 

‘nere are many who criticize, but my 
repiy to them is that the men who at 
long range criticise ang doubt the future 
of a settiement of this great question only 
demonstrate their ignorance. As an eVi- 
dence of that, witn your permission, I 
want to allude to the recent utterances 
of the president of an organization, known 
as the Manufacturers’ Association. I 
have nothing personal against D. M. Par- 
ry. I have the highest respect for that 
crganization, but I know a great deal of 
its personnel, and know that it is com- 
posed of liberal, high minded men. I say 
that it is unfortunate that that question 
should bé considered in so public a way, 
in so drastic a way by one, who from his 
own statement does not understand the 
question (prolonged cheering.) This is 
what you call a text. It is stated thus 
(reading) ‘organized labor knows but one 
law and that is the law“of physical force 
—the law of the Huns andVandals, the 
laws of savages. All its purposes are ac- 
complished either by actual force or by 
the threat of force.’ 

“That fs not true.”’ 

(Reading) “ ‘Once thoroughly alive to 
the true nature of this un-American In- 
stitution of organized labor, as at present 
conducted, the people I firmly believe will 
place their stamp of disapproval upon it 
and it will @windle in power faster than 
it grew.’ 

‘We will see. In controversion of those 
statements, I am able to bear witness to 
facts, that within the last two years In 
connection with this work of the Civic 
Federation, it has been demonstrated that 
this question in the interest of organized 
or unorganized labor. has received more 
thoughtful and careful consideration from 
all classes of the Américan people than 
ever before. 

“Dignify iabor by conservative action 
and by choosing as your representatives 
men who fully appreciate and fully un- 
fierstand both sides of the question. Men 
who do not feel it to be their duty to 
lead you into the fight for the sake Of a 
‘scrap.’ (Laughter and applause.) Why, 
TI claim in my business affairs that the 
best lawyer for me is the fellow that 
will keep me out of law suits, and the 
best leaders for you are the men who will 
keep you out of difficulties which can be 
avoided. {Long continued applause.) 

“Dignify labor by being able to appeal 
to your employers. Fortify and justify 
by conservative action. Let it be under- 
stood that there is just as much intelli- 
gence and integrity of purpose in the 
minds and hearts of laboring men as any 
other class and you will get recognition. 
(Prolonged cheers.) 

“This is not a one-sided proposition. 
My proposition is, first, that our interests 
are mutual, but second, that because of 
the greater experience, and if you please.

A prominent local independent cotton 
oil manufacturer says that at present 
the price of crude ofl is fixed absolutely 
by a syndicate which controls all the 
refineries itt the south. He asserts that 
this syndicate purposely put up the price 
of cotton seed last fall until at one time 
the oil manufacturers were forced to pay 
$22 and $23 per ton for it, and now when 
the mills get ready to dispose of their 
product the refineries offer a very low 
price for it. He said that the independent 
cotton oil manufacturers had become 
tired of this state of things, and had 
decided to establish a refinery of their 
own. This refinery will; of course, be 
located in a southern city. Columbus 
and one or two other cities are being 
considered as a suitable location for the 
plant. 

Some thirty independent cotton ol} 
manufacturers will be interested in the 


refinery, it is understood,

Bid Was Signed with Knowledge of 
Mr. Barr, and When the Com- 
pany Disclaimed Responsi- 
bility for His Acts He 
Went to Stanley Co. 


Edward L. Barr, district manager of 
the Bullock Electric Manufacturing Com- 
pany, ef Cincinnati, has resigned his po- 
sition With that company. He has be- 
come connected with the Stanley Blec- 
trie Company and will have charge of the 
Chicago Offices of the latter concern. 

The change becomes effective May 1, 
Mr. Barr is now in iNew York, where he 
is conferring with the Stanley people. 

Mr. Barr is one of the best known elec- 
trical goods men in this section, and ai- 
though his many friends will regret that 
he fe leaving Atlanta, they will learn 
gith pleasure that he is bettering himscif 
in the business world. 

The resignation is the result of the ac- 
tion of the Bullock company in repudiat- 
ing the amended bid of J. F. Lester for 
the electric lighting contract af the 
municipality after Mr. Barr had con- 
sented, es agent for the Bullock com- 
rany, to its provisions, and after R. T. 
Lezier. the general sales agent of the 
Pullock company, had agreed to them. 

Mr. Lester, it will be remembered, 
made a bid for the electric lighting con- 
tract. He stated that he was backed ty 
the Bullock Electric Manufacturing Com- 
pany and produced telegrams and letters 
to sustain his statement. With him at 
the meeting before the committtee ap- 
peared Mf. Barr and Mr.’ Lozier. 

Several] days latér Mr. Lozfer met wiih 
Councilman Stephens and Alderman In- 
man and the three wrote certain amend- 
nents to the original bid. These were re- 
duced to writing by City Attorney May- 
son. The amended bid was then submit- 
ted to Mr. Lester and he signed it, wita 
the-approval of Mr. Harr. For some 
reason the Bullock company then with- 
dréw, repudiated the amended bid and 
said it had been unauthorized, leaving 
the field to the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company.

LIGHTING BID EXPLAINED. 


Terms of the Proposition Which Were 
Favored by Councilman Amorous 
and Which He Wanted Accepted. 
In order that the public may under- 
stand the proposition for the electric 
lighting contract of the municipality 
which was favored by him, Councilman 
Martin F. Amorous has furnished the 
newspapers with an interview regarding 

it. He says: 

“On Wednesday lass, April 14, the coun- 
cil’s committee, of which I was a mem- 
ker, opened bids for electric lights. 
There were two bidders—the Lester-Bul- 
lock Company and the Georgia Railway 
end Electric Company. The Lester-Bul- 
lock bid was $82 per light per annum for 


1,000 lights, 15-year contract,jand city to 
own plant at end of 15 years, provided | 
city to furnish free site, free water 
for their purposes and free taxes ad 
valorem and franchise. If city would 
take 1,200 lights, or 1,500 lights, price was 
to be less. 

“The Georgia Railway and_ Electric 
Company submitted 7 different proposi- 
tions. 

“Propositicn No. 2 was $82 per annum 
with a rebate of $12 per annum for l- 
year contract, city to have right to can- 
cel contract any time after 3 years. The 
$12, which for 1,000 lights would be $12,000 
rer annum, to be deposited in bank at 
3 1-2 per cent interest annually, to remain 
for entire term of contract. This, at the 
end of 15 years, would mean nearly $200,- 
000 to the credit of the city, and with this 
sum the city could then build an eieciric 
light plant of its own. In the meantime, 
under this proposition, the net cost to the 
city per lamp would be only $70.00 per 
unnum. 

“Proposition No. 5 of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company was a 5-year 
contract at $75 per annum, with the 
privilege to renew after 5 years from 
year to year. : 3 

“The majority of the committee decided 
in favor of propagition No. 5, price $75 per 
annum for 5-year contract and privilege 
of renewal. While I believe that tne $2 
proposal with the $12 rebate, making net 
cost $70, is the best for the city, ag its | 
net cost is less by $5,000 per annum, and | 
it sets aside $12.000 per annum for 15 | 
years, at which time the city will have a | 
fund to bulld a plant of their own with- | 
cut issuing bonds or increasing taxes.”

Youtsey was asked if he did not 
refuse to tell Assistant Auditor Frank 
Johnson where he was when Goebel was 
shot. He said Johnson asked him the 
question and he told Johnson he was in 
a safe place. Johnson said that was not 
sufficiently definite, as the detectives had 
asked questions as to where all the em- 


ployees of the office were when the shot 
Youtsey then told him he 


of the executive building. 

Youtsey denied that he had evér told 

General A. Leads, prior to the shooting 
that Goebel. once beat him out of a fee 
and that he despised him. He admitted 
that he told R. H. Witherspoon and other 
relatives that the newspaper reports that 
he had named Jim Howard as the man 
who fired the shot were without founda- 
tion. ' 
“It was my defense at that time,” said 
Youtsey, “that Howard and me were 
strangers, and I told everybody that I 
had never seen Howard till we met in 
jail.”

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every Official of the local government and 
everyone who has had any occasion to in- 
quire into the affairs of the municipality: 

They are such serious facts that one 
course has already been decided upon. 
Knowing that the conditions mus, be 
met, city officials have determined that 
if the voters do not today authorize 
the issuance of bonds to relieve the sit- 
vation they will levy an emergency tax 
of one-quarter of one’ per cent. The city 
council is given that authority by the 
charter of the city. 

The emergency is here. It must be met 
either by special taxation or by the is- 
suance of bonds. The bonds mean that 
the work will be done at once and that 
generations for the next sU0 years will 
pay for it. The emergency tax means 
that those who are citizens now will pay 
for the improvement during the next two 
years. 

It may also be weil to explain once more 
why it is that the people will today 
vote for $800,000 of bonds, while only $400,- 
000 will be issued. It was the original in- 
tention to issue $400,000 of bonds for sew- 
ers and $400,000 of bonds for water. The 
Jegislature granted permission to vute 
upon thosé issues. Then council decided 
that it would be better at this time to 
izsue only $400,000 of bonds, $250,000 for 
sewers and $150,000 for water. An ordi- 
nance was passed prohibiting the sale of 
more than $250,000 of bonds for the sewers 
and $150,000 of bonds for water. In addi- 
tion, the measure pledged council to issue 
only $200,000 a year for two years. The 
mayor, aldermen and councilmen piedged 
their individual honor not to issue more 
than that amount. To make it more bind- 
ing, the senator from this district and the 
three local members of the house pledged | 
themselves to have the legislature pax, 
an act prohibiting the city from issuing 
more than $250,000 of bonds for sewers 
and $150,000 of bonds for water. 

It was necessary to take these steps 
because of the opinion of City Attorney 
Mayson that it would be illegal for the 
citizens to vote upon any amounts except 
those authorized by the general assembly 
during its last session.

SPRING OPENS 
IN EARNEST 


Believed Recent Cold Snap 
Last of the Winter--Crop 
Conditions. | 


General weather conditions indicate 
that spring has now opened in earnest 
and that the recent cold snap is the 
last of the winter. Work on the farms, 
which has been delayed considerably ow- 
ing to bad weather, will now be pushed 
vigorously. It is believed that the sea- 
son of balmy air and bright sunshine has 
become fully installed and that condi- 
tions are favorable for much farm work 
during the next few weeks. 

‘Fair and stationery temperattire is the 
prediction of the ‘ldécal weather bureau 
for the weather today in Atlahta and 
vicinity. In striking contrast to the 
beautiful spring weather in this section 
was a pronounced touch of winter expe- 
rienced last night in Buffalo. The tem- 
perature registered 34 degrees and snow 
fell during the night. A rainfall was re- 
corded at Cincinnati. Reports received 
at the office of the local weather bureau 


showed that the weather was generally - 


fair over thé country, except in the east- 
ern lake region. 

The following is a general review of the 
climate and crop conditions during the 
past Week throughott Georgia, as taken 
from the weekly report of Section Direc- 
tor J. B. Marbury: 


“Low temperature and brisk winds pre- 
vailed during the greater portion of the 
week, These conditions were injurious to 
early corn, cotton and melons, the latter 
being given a decided setback in some 
Southern counties. The latter part of 
the week was seasonable, and plowing 
and planting were resumed. Cotton 
planting is well under way in the middle, 
nearing completion in a few southern 
counties, but very backward in the north- 
ern section, where much land is still un? 
prepared. Some early plantings are being 
cultivated in the south. Higher temper- 
ature and more sunshine are needed for 
germination and growth. Corn seeding 
has begun to a limited extent in the 
northern counties, and is practically com- 


‘pleted ‘in the lower half of’ the state; 


much replanting is being done in southern 
counties. Wheat and oats are : falling 
over large areas, owing to rust caused 
by wet and cool weather. The outlook 
for peaches continues general discour- 
aging, except in favored localities in the 
extrme south, and in some middle sec- 
tions where a partial crop is anticipated.’’

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NEW LIBEL LAW 
TRS, EDITORS 


Pennsylvania Newspaper Men 
Appeal to Governor, 


Charles Emory Smith Presents the 
Case for the Newspapers of the 
State — Drastic Provisions 
of the Liberal Meas- 
ure. 


Harrisburg, Pa., April 2l.—Every im- 
portant newspaper in Pennsylvania was 
represented at the hearing on the Grady- 
Salus libel bill by Governor Pennypacker 
today in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives. Attorney General Carron sat 
with the governor throughout the hear- 
ing, but neither indicated what would be 
the governor’s action on the measure, 

The opening speech was made by 
Charles Emory Smith ef The Philadel- 


phia Press. 
address Governor Pennypacker took ex- 
ception. to his use of the word “insolent- 
ly,” and suggested that it would be well 
for the speaker to omit the strong ad- 
jectives. Mr. Smith accepted the sug- 
gestion, saying at the same time that he 
spoke strongly because he felt strongly. 
Mr. Smith said in part: 

“This bill would incorporate a new 
principle in the coae. it would make any 
pupiication actionatie in which there has 
been negligence, even where there is 
nothing of a deformatory or injurious 
character. It does not require that the 
matter. should be libellous. And so, this 
bill practically makes every incorrect 
publication actionable, no matter what its 
character. What unlimited fields of liti- 
gation, what boundless sources of annoy- 
ance are opened in this. extraordinary 
provision. 

‘In the presentation of the news of the 
day errors will inevitably creep in. The 
errors need not under this bill be libellous. 
They need only result from what may be 
called negligence, and every error, every 
misprint, every mistake in any single 
element of a statement may be made the 
basis of a suit for damages. 

“The bill is special legislation in that 
it excludes weekly newspapers. It treads 
all around the weekly and carefully 
avoids stepping on it. The weeklies in 
Pennslyvania number %4, and the dailies 
208. To declare that a statement is a 
libel when printed in 209 dailies and not 
a libel when printed in 954 weeklies is 
simply grotesque. 

“This bill is utterly powerless to stop 
the particular kind of publication which 
it alms at, but it encompasses legitimate 
publications with an unlimited network 
of embarrassment and vexation: it would 
cripple and curtail the presentation of the 
regular and proper news of the day; it 
would start up a whole swarm of specu- 
lative shysters and curbstone blackmall- 
ers; it Infringes the just and constitu- 
tional liberty of the press, and would im- 
pair that valuable protection for public 
morals and public rights which {is found 
in the searchlight of publicity: it is spe- 
cial legislation In undertaking to make a 
law for newspapers while excepting the 
weckly newspapers from its operations: 
it nernetrates a gross wrong in seeking 
to fasten the principal's responsibility up- 
on the agent, where the agent not only 
does not commit the offense, but where 
he has not even the power to nrevent 7," 

Alexander Simpson, Jr., and Richard 
C. Dale, both of Philadelphia, spoke tn 
favor of the bill, and Thomas V. .Ceroper, 
a member of the legislature, and Cyrus C. 
Derr, an attorney, against it. 

The libel bill provides that civil action 
may be brought against any owner or 
managing editor of any newspaper pub- 
lished in Pennslyvania to recover dam- 
ages resulting from negligence on the 
part of such owners or managing editors 
in publications affecting the character, 
reputation or business of citizens and that 
compensatory damages may also be re- 
covered for “the physical and mental 
sufferings endured by the injured parties,”’ 
and whenever such publication is given 
special prominence by the use of cartoons, 
etc., a jury shall have the rizht to award 
punitive damages against the defendants. 
It also provides that every newspaper 
published in Pennsylvania shall publish 
on the editorial page the name of the 
owner, or owners, together with the name 
of the managing editor.

Political Interest—Personalities 
Injected Into Fight May 
Bring Some Warm 
Developments. 


Jackson, Miss., April 21.—(Special.)—The 
negro question, like Banquo’s ghost, will 
not down, and it is particularly averse to 


keeping out of politics in Mississippi. 


The senatorship contest has become im- 
pregnated with the negro problem and the 
‘other in. black is being made a lively 
subject of discussion between Senator 
Money and Governor Longino, whose. 
yiews are very divergent. 

Senator Money declares in his public 
speeches that the negro question is soon 
to engage the attention of congress and 
that its solution is the gravest problem 
with which the south has ever been con- 
fronted. He sees danger ahead, and pre- 
diets that the negro is going to .come 
park into politics and become a trouble- 
some factor generally. 

Governor Longino does not agree with 
his opponent in a single phase of the mat- 
ter. He thinks that the best way to set- 
tle the negro problem. tis to leave it alone; 
that agitation can accomplish nothing, 
and oniy gives the northern fanatics and 
demagogues a chance to vent their spleen 
at the south; that the people of the south 
are able to deal with any phase of a race 
issue that may develop from time to time 
and there is no use going ahead to look 
for trouble; that the negro has no desire 
to get back into politics and will not make 
an attempt to do so; that the race-realizes 
that the southern white man is their best 
friend and their only hope for the future, 
and that they will continue to. live here 
as the happiest and most contented peo- 
pie under the sun. 

Senator Money is becoming somewhat 
personal in his speeches on the stump. 
At Vicksburg he made several sarcastic 
and disparaging. remarks concerning the 
governor's administration and the indica- 
tions are that personalities are likely to 
crop out the next time they meet’in joint 
debate, as the governor has a well-estab- 
lished reputation as a fighter on ‘the 
stump and he is‘likely to retort in kind. 

Although it has been in progress but a 
few days the senatorial campaign is one 
of unusual warmth, and the supporters 
ef both men are enthusiastically at work 
among the people. The attendance at the 
mass meetings where the senatorial] as- 
pirants speak has invariably been sur- 
prisingly large, betokening exceptional in- 
terest in the fight which will, in all prob- 
ability, be the most notable for many 
years. 

Crawford Becomes Candidate. 

‘The announcement of State Senator:N. 
-B-- Crawford .as. a-ocandidate -for railroad, 
commissioner from the northern district 
of Mississippt has caused an embroglio 
somewhat similar to that in which two 
of the candidates for governor, Messrs. 
Fox and Critz, were recently engaged. 
The circumstances are almost precisely 
the/same, and the controversy has ter- 
mingted in about the same manner. 

Sefator Crawford lives in Chickasaw 
county and it so happens that Captain 
W. G. Stovall, who is also a candidate 
for railroad commissioner, lives in the 
same county. After Senator Crawford's 
announcement was published Captain Sto- 
vall addressed him a letter expressing 
surprise that he should have seen fit to 
antagonize a home man, and offering to 
submit the question of which should re- 
tire from the race to a vote of the peo- 
ple of Chickasaw county in a _ spécial 
election. 

Senator Crawford has just replied to 
this challenge, declining to risk his 
chances in a special election and declar- 
ing that he will make a thorough can- 
vass of the district. In his létter he ac- 
cused Captain Stovall of being a support- 
er of Captain Parchman, former warden 
of the penitentiary. 

The fight in this district promises to be- 
come highly spirited before the date for 
the first primary arrives.

STATE LOSES ITS TAX SUITS. 


Decisions Rendered Involving Big 
Amounts in Mississippi. 

Jackson, ‘Miss., April 21.—(Special.)— 
Two cases, the principles of which in- 
volved over $1,500,000, were decided by 
the supreme court last evening. The 
svits were brought by State Revenue 
Agent Wirt Adams, against,the_ Colonial 
and United States Mortgage Company, 
Hmited, and sought to collect taxes on 
loans made by the company in this state. 
The supreme court decided, in a lengthy 
opinion written by Chief Justice Whit- 
field, that the company has no domicile 
in this state, and that, although the 
loans were made in Mississippi, by Mis- 
sissippi agents of the company, that the 
fact of the office being located in Mem- 
phis prevents the assessment of such 
loans as solvent credits. 

This is the most notable defeat the 
staite revenue agent has ever received 
in his bank tax crusade.

Washington, April 21.—(Special.)—Naval 
attaches stationed in Washington are 
sending to their governments elaborate 
reports about the deep concern felt in the 
navy department over the supposed con- 
dition of things in the American navy 
as disclosed by the recent accidents upon 
the new Maine and the Iowa. While 
some officials of the department endeavor 
to minimize the importance of these 
accidents by saying they attract atten- 
tion principally because the navy has 
been so free from troubles of this kind 
in the past, others do not hesitate to 
acknowledge that recent catastrophcs 
May necessitate important changes in ship 
construction. The weakness shown in 
the: Maine has made a number of con- 
verts among officers of the navy stationed 
here In Washington to the British sys- 
tem rather than that which has prevailed 
here of mounting extraordinarily power- 
ful batteries on comparatively light ships. 
This American plan of construction has 
long +been criticized by naval experts 
abroad. One prominent officer attached 
to the board of construction is quoted as 
declaring that the accident to the Maine 
tends to prove that foreigners, and not 
American naval constructors, have been 
correct in their designs. 

The Iowa’s Big Gun. 

With regard to the explosion which 
destroyed the big gun on the battle ship 
Iowa, there was at first a disposition on 
the part of officers to believe that this 
would necessitate the immediate equip- 
ment of vessels placed in commission be- 
fore the Iowa with new guns. This 
would affect. the Texas, Oregon, Indiana, 
Massachusetts and other vessels which 
are such important factors in the make- 
up of the navy’s fighting line. A study 
of the gun records shows, however, that 
only the guns on the Texas have been 
fired nearly’ so many times as the gun 
whigh burst on the Iowa. Before the 
Sranish war the accepted estimate of the 
life of one of these big guns. was one 
hundred shots. There was, however, 
nothing very definite to base this on. 
This gun: which burst had been put to 
extraordinary hard service, having becn 
used at proving grounds before being 
placed en the Jowa.and having been. fired 
one hundred and twenty-five times before 
the fatal shot. The records show that 
with the exception of the two big guns 
on the Texas none others have been fired 
nearly so often, the highest record on the 
Massachusetts being seventy-six and 
others generally less. Officers incline to the 
belief that the strength of the guns of 
American manufacture has not kept pace 
with the development of smokeless pow- 
der, but at the same time they refuse 
to admit that the explosion of the Iowa's 
gun shows anything more than that this 
particular gun had outlived its useful- 
ness. It is probable that some plan 


in the future shall be subcaliber to a 
greater degree than in the past, thus 
minimizing the srtain upon the guns. 

The weaknesses developed in the 
Niclausse boilers placed in the Maine, 
following the similar troubles with _ these 
boilers in the German cruiser GazeHe and 
the two Russian ships built in this coun- 
iry, have strengthened the opposition of 
Admiral Melville, engineer in chief, and 
his assistants against this type of boiler. 
It is believed the trouble on the Maine 
will result in the old type of boilers being 
substituted for the Niclausse in the five 
ships now building for which this type 
was specified over the opposition of Ad- 
miral, Melville, 

The Record of tha Guns. 

The fact is ascertained fram the ord- 
nance bureau of the navy department 
that the gun which exploded on the Iowa 
had been fired more times than nearly 
any gun of the like size in the navy. 
The records up to January 1, 198, show 
that the 12-inch guns on the Monterey 
had been fired & and & times, respec- 
tively; those of the Texas, 121 and 108 
times, respectively; those on the Puritan 
28. 15, 11 and @ times, respectively, and 
those on the lowa 125, 8, 71 and 72 times, 
respectively. The gun which burst on the 
Iowa, before it was placed on that ship, 
had been used for testing powders, proj- 
ectiles and armor plate at the Indian 
Head proving grounds. The records also 
show that the l-inch guns on the In- 
diana had been fired, up to January 1, 
1903, 78, 71, 6 and & times, respectively; 
those on the Oregon, 66, 58, 32 and 37 
times, respectively, and those on the Mas- 
sachusetts 70, 76, 65 and 69 times, respec- 
tively. 

The accident to the Yowa’s gun, after 
having been fired but 127 times, may bring 
the officials of the navy départment to 
a realization of the necessity in replac- 
ing many of the old guns on the ships 
of the navy with new and stronger pieces. 
The big guns used abroad are longer in 
the barrel than the American weapons, 
and are considered better able to with- 
stand the pressure exerted on the ‘piece 
in the use of high powered smokeless 
powders. 

it is understood that Rear Admiral 
(Charles O'Neil, chief of the bureau of 
ordyance, of the .navy department, will 
recOnimend to Secretary of the Navy 
Moody that the number of rounds fired 
on ®oard’the vessels or the navy-be cur- 
tailed. The department is determined 
that the efficiency of the marksmanship 
of the men be maintained at the highest 
standard obtainable, but there is no doubt 
but that the appropriation set aside for 
this purpose will be exceeded each year 
if the present rate of target practice 
firing is kept up much longer.

the German ship Gazelle and in two Rus- 
sian vessels built in the United States. 
The circulation of the water in the Nic- 
lausse boiler, naval authorities agree, is 
all right at low stages of combustion, 
but it has recently been proven in the 
Maine that it cannot be fired as Other 
boilers can. It is claimed that the use 
of this boiler will reduce the speed of a 
normally 18 knot battle ship to about 13 
knots, after they have been in use for a 
short time. 

The serious part of the boiler question, 
in the opinion of the navy department, is 
the fact_that the’ Niclausse boiler, whici: 
seemed to have proven such a mistake in 
the Maine, is being placed on the follow- 
ing ships of the navy now under con- 
Struction: The Pennsylvania, Georgia, 
Virginia, Colorado, Nevada. When this 
boller was authorized for these ships by 
the board of construction the only mem- 
ber who voted against their use 
was Rear Admiral George W. Melville, 
chief of the bureau of stegm engineering. 
But the advice of this officer, who has 
made a lifelong study of the guestion of 
engines and boilers and who is the en- 
gineer officer of the board, was not taken 
by the other members, who are not ex- 
pected to know the technicalities of en- 
gines, etc. What action on the boiier 
question will be taken as a result of the 
failure of the Maine can not now be 
stated with definiteness, but it is» known 
that Secretary Moody agrees wholly with 
Admiral Melville that the Niclausse type 
has provén a complete failure for modern 
Ships of war. 


SAT ON TRACK 
BEFORE TRAIN 


Tom Kimbrew. Hurled to His 
Death by Passenger Loco- 
motive Neaf Macon. 


By E. C. Bruffey. 

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)—While 
pushing a speed of 45 miles an hour, a 
pasenger train on the Southern this after- 
noon took the life of Tom Kimbrew, a 
well-known resident of Macon. 

The killing occurred near the Bruns- 
wick bridge, about 8 miles from the city, 
and it may yet develop that it was suli- 
cide rather than accidental death, 

Kimbrew was at one time an engineer 
on the Central railroad and was consid- 
ered among the best of the force employ- 
ed. His home was in this city, but some 
time ago he lost his position and since 
that time has been drinking freely. 

Other troubles were upon his mind and 
upon more than one occasion he had been 
heard to declare a preference for death 
to the life he was leading. 

This morning Kimbrew, accompanied 
by two friends, went to the Brunswick 
bridge to take a fish. They passed the 
morning hours along the banks of the 
stream and shortly after dinner time 
started for home. It was necessary for 
them to walk nearly a mile to reach 
the team with which they went to the 
river and the walk was upon the railroad 
track. 

The trio had covered about one-third 
the distance when Kimbrew sat down 
upon the end of a crosstie on the side 
of the track. The other two men walked 
on, calling to Kimbrew to follow. They 
had not gone far when they heard the 
advancing train and turning around they 
saw Kimbrew still sitting upon the end 
of the rail. 

A second later thé shrill whistle of the 
locomotive caused them to turn around. 
Kimbrew was not in sight and it was 
apparent that the engineer was doing his 
level best to bring his machine to a stand- 
still. The train was stopped and when 
the men went back they found Kimbrew 
alongside the track, stone dead. 

The engineer declares that he did not 
Zee the man. on the end of the crossiie 
until his machine was right upon him. 
The man made no great effort to escape 
the engine and when the cow catcher 
struck him he was raised high in the 
air and tossed upon the ground witg 
great force. He had, according to the 
statement of the engineer, plenty of time 
to have escaped the engine.

Board Dealt Severely with Whitley 
and Tippen—Belden Showed That 
He Was Not Drinking Whis- 
ky—Tibbs’ Case Quick- 
ly Dismissed. 


In an investigation of charges against 
four members of the force, the poiice 


board last night held one of the liveliest 
sessions for which the poard was ever 
called together. 

Two polieemen were dismissed from 
the force for borrowing monty from the 
keeper of a dive; one, who was charged 
with being under the influence of liquor 
while on his beat, showed that he had 
used a new kind of “aope” for medicine;

AS 
soon as the board heard Thomason's 
statement the charges against Tibbs were 
dismissed in open session without even 
asking for a statement from him. 

The next cate was that of S. A. Belden, 
who was charged with being intoxicated 
while on duty. Sergeant Benning and 
two patrolmen testified that they saw 
Belden last Thursday night and thought 
him unfit to be on duty. They believed 
he had been tirinking as he acted queerly. 

Knocked Out by Neurosine. 

Belden called up a host of witnesses and 
showed by them that he did not drink 
and that the stuff took Thursday night 
was called ‘“neurosine,” dh ‘“anti-spas- 
modic anodyne and hypnotic.” A phyei- 
cian had prescribed the medicine for 
rheumatism and told him to take a haif 
teaspoonful. He took four teaspoonfuls 
in one day. 

Commissianer Fox, who is a druggist, 
stated that three teaspoonfuls of the stuff 
was equal to a quart of whisky. 

“Four teaspoonfuls,”’ stated the com- 
missioner, “is enough to kill a yellow 
dog.”’ 

The medicine contained, among other 
things, bromides and Indian hemp. 

Belden exhibited the bottle and it was 
confiscated by the chief of police. who 
will place it among his curios in the 
‘dope’ department. 

The charges against Belden were dis- 
missed in open session upon his promise 
not to take any more neurosine. 


“Can I drink iithia.water,’ asked the 


officer. 

“Yes, byt you musn’t take any more of 
that medicine,’’ Chairman Fox told him. 

“I never will,”’ replied Belden, “for one 
dose more would have killed me. I have 
said farewell-to neurosinc.’’ 

Borrowed from Old Lady Bone. 

Patrolmen T. J. Whitley and A. J. 
Tippen were arraigned for borrowing 
money from Jessie C. Bone, batter known 
as “Old Lady Bone,’ one of the most 
notorious characters in police circles. 
She runs a dive at the corner of Decatur 
and Courtland streets. Whitley borrowed 
$5 from her in January, and Tippen bor- 
rowed $10 in October ef last year. Chief 
Ball heard that the old woman was teil- 
ing it around that policemen were black- 
mailing fer out of money. 

Whitley and Tippen plead guilty, and 
stated that they had trouble and sick- 
ness in their families and not being able 
to get the money elsewhere they got it 
from OK Lady Bone. They did not think 
they were doing wrong, they said, and 
hoped they would be forgiven.

Try as they may, the republicans 
cannot conceal the fact "that..they -are 
in danger of losing New York state in 
the next national] election if Roosevelt 
is the party’s nominee for president. 
And, as matters now stand, there is 
hardly any chance to keep him from 
getting the nomination. 

In the first place, the republican 
party in New York is split all to 
pieces, with practically no hope of 
bringing the warring factions together 
between now and the 1904 campaign. 
Both the Platt and Odell factions have 
at last thrown off the mask and gone 
at each other in earnest. That in it- 


'self is enough to make the situation 


in New York state anything but pleas- 
ing from a republican standpoint; 
but the trouble is more far-reaching 
than that. 

It will be recalled that Roosevelt 
was once governor of New York. He 
rode into office, in true “rough rider” 
style, on ,the Spanish-American war 
craze, upsetting all the plans of the 
recognized party leaders and doing 
nothing after assuming the governor- 
ship to placate them. He was never— 
until lately—very much of a “party 
man,” and throughout his administra- 
tion he showed no respect for his par- 
ty or its leaders. He gave offense 
right and left, and never once took 
the'trouble to heal any of the wounds. 

Roosevelt’s friends have always 
claimed that he singly dealt a deadly 
blow to machine politics, of which 
Thomas C. Platt was the high priest 
in New York state. Governor Odell, 
it seems, has kept up that policy, and 
“commercial politics,” 
people are pleased to term the meth- 
ods of the Platt crowd, has not had 
full swing in New York. for several 
years. Nevertheless, the Platt fac- 
tion have cantrolled nearly everything 
except the governor, and they are still 
strong. The “easy boss” is not yet 
ready to pass in his checks, politically 
speaking, by any means.

Public Utilities in Our Colonies. 

if Americans, as a rule, cannot ex- 
perience the satisfaction of a fair deal 
in the operation of the public utilities 
they must patronize, they will extract 
some satisfaction in learning that our 
insular possessions seem to have prof- 
itéd by the “public be d—d” lesson of 
the mother country and are handing 
out no free franchises on silver sal- 
vers to monopolistic corporations. In 
our colonies the game is a two-sided 
one. | 


We have already noted the tendency 
in the Philippines to grant all public 
utility franchises on terms profitable 
alike to the government and the pro- 
moters. No less gratifying is the ten- 
dency of the same kind in Porto Rico. 
The recent report of Attorney General 
Harlan, of that progressing — island, 
contains some pointers that many 
American municipalities will read with 
remorseful envy. Porto Rico, under 
the new regime, has many franchises 
to give out, for, old as she is, her pub- 
lic utilities are “yet to be developed. 
Such franchises are granted by the 
upper branch of the legislature in con- 
junction with the executive cabinet. 
One can but form-a good opinion of 
the Porto Rican’s capacity for self- 
government when he understands with 
what scrupulous fidelity to their trust 
these island legislators consider and 
act upon applications for public. char- 
ters. 

Mr. Harlan gives it as a fixed policy 
of the executive council, as the fran- 
chise-granting body is termed, that any 
corporation receiving a franchise must 
pay to the government a liberal share 


fof its gross receipts. If the franchise 


applicant complains that the percent- 
age exacted will not permit the opera- 
tion of the business with profit to the 
incorporators, he is told that his en- 
terprise must be an unsafe one. If he. 
puts up the old plaint that he is as- 
suming a great risk in the sacred name 
of public enterprise, he is told that the 
island is not chartering risky enter- 
prises. As a matter of course, the 
franchises asked for are valuable, and 
the corporation that wins one must |

William J, Gryan Denounces 
~ the Former President, 


Nebraskan Says That Grover Cleve- 
land Has Betrayed the Demo- 
cratic Party Once, but He’ll 
Never Have the Chance 
To Play Traitor Again. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 21.—Williarm 
J. Bryan, speaking this morning to the 
toast, ‘‘Democracy.” at the banquet given 
by the Democratic Jackson Clup and the 
newspaper men of Missouri, compliment- 
ary to Senator William J. Stone, at which 
the addresses did not begin until after 
midnight, bitterly arraigned Grover Cleve- 
land and his supporters, who are making 
the plea for harmony among democrats. 
The assembly was made up of representa- 
tive Micfouri democrats and the re- 
marks of Mr. Bryan met with enthusias- 
tic favor with his hearers. He ‘said, in 
part; 

“We invite all who have strayed from 
the fold to come back if they so desire, 
but we want them to stay in after they 
come. We have had enough of Cleveland- 
ism in the democratic party. We had 
eight years of Cleveland, and, after his 
administration was over, we found our- 
selves weaker than: we had ever been 
before, because we had been betrayed. 
These so-called harmonizers, Cleveland 
and his followers, showed their nearness 
to republicanism by deserting us in our 
hour of greatest need and supporting the 
republican party. The democratic party 
won a great victory in 1892 which gave 
our party a great opportunity, but Grover 
Cleveland betrayed the democratic party 
and it carried the burden of his admipis- 
tration through two national campaigns 
and there was not a plank in either 
platform that was such a detriment to 
me in those campaigns as that burden 
wus. 

“Cleveland had the best opportunity 
to redeem the democratic party_ever of- 
fered to any man since the time of An- 
drew Jackson, but instead of being true 
to his party he disgraced himself, As a 
party we must stand true to democratic 
principles, and, if we do, I believe that 
democratic victory will some day come 
and it will be here to remain when it 
comes. 

“He is of the highest service to his 
fellows who can give the highest ideal, 
There has been a lowering of ideals in 
this country. Money is talked about 
morning, nogn and night. Commercialism 
is the curse of the country today, and it 
has debauched our country. The foreign- 
er has come to regard the American sim- 
ply as a moneymaker, and we gave cause 
for the belief that we put nothing beyond 
wealth and that money is ruling the 
country with an iron hand. ‘There never 
was a time when the people were more 
ready to accept democratic principles 
than today. I would not give one 
democrat who really believes in demo- 
cratic principles for a whole barn yard 
full of democrats and compromisers 
who pretend to be democrats.” 

Senator William J. Stone said, 
course of his remarks: 

“We are apart; let us get together. 
The platform is the creed of the party, 
and the man who does not subscribe to it 
does not believe in the democratic par- 
ty.”” 

Speaking of next year’s convention, he 
said: 

“There will be no abandonment or re- 
organization, and no man unworthy to 
hold up the old Jefferson flag will be 
named, and if he is, God pity us, for he 
will be. defeated.’’

Three Employees Bleed the 
llinois Central for 
Thousands, 


Chicago, April 21.—Charged with stuff- 
ing the company’s pay rolls by means of 
bogus pay checks, three men holding re- 
sponsible positions with the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad have been simultaneously 
placed under arrest and were this after- 
noon held to the grand jury. The total 
peculations from the corporation it is 
thought will amount to many thousands 
of dollars. Had not an Italjan, who ten- 
dered a check to Treasurer Titus, of the 
company become frightened and run out 
of the office the stuffing of the pay rolls, 
it is said, might have gone on for a long 
time undiscovered. The employees under 
arrest are D. O’Horn, Charles O’Horn, 
Mark Walsh. The first two named are 
road superintendents, and the third ig a 
section foreman. All were in. charge of 
a large nunmyrber of men. 

Treasurer Titus, of the cOmpany, was 
the first to suspect that the pay rolls 
were irregular. Three months ago an Ital- 
ian called at the treasurer's office and 
presented a time slip for his check. He 
was asked his nameand unable, it is said, 
to think of the name he had been told to 
give, became confused and fied from the 
vffice. This caused the investigation which 
resulted in the arrest of th ethree em- 


ployees. —

The men had been; under surveillance 
for over a month, their movements being 


traced by detectives of the réad. Special 


Agent O’Keefe, who investigated the case, 
says\the method utilized by the culprits 
was to place fictitious names on the pay 
rolls, and having the authority to make 
out checks, gave them to friends to pfe- 
sent to the treasurer of the road. Men 
who had ‘been discharged, but whose 
names were never forwarded to the com- 
pany, were among those used in securing 
money. 

Walsh and the O’Horns have been em- 
ployed with the Illinois Central railroad 
for a number of years and always bore 
good reputations.

Crime. 

Jackson, Miss., April 21.—(Special.)— 
The supreme court has affirmed the death 
sentence of James Burns, cotivicted in 
the circuit court of Covington county on 
the charge of murder, and the date of 
execution is fixed for the 9h of June.
